Fish Ailing Near BP Oil Spill Site

Lesions, infections

Barataria Bay, La. 

Two years after the Deepwater 
Horizon rig exploded and sank 
in the Gulf of Mexico, touching 
off the worst offshore spill in U.S. 
history, research into the disaster’s 
environmental effects is turning 
up ailing fish that bear hallmarks 
of diseases tied to petroleum and 
other pollutants. 

Those illnesses don’t pose an 
increased health threat to humans, 
scientists say, but the problems 
could be devastating to prized spe- 
cies such as grouper and red snap- 
per, and to the people who make 
their living catching them. 

There’s no sajdng for sure what’s 
causing the diseases in what’s still 
a relatively small percentage of the 
fish, because the scientists have no 
baseline data on sick fish in the 
Gulf from before the spill to form 
a frame of reference. The first com- 
prehensive research may be years 
from publication. And the Gulf is

assaulted with all kinds of contam- 
inants every day. 

All of this has biologists — and 
many fishermen — worried. 

James Cowan, a reef fish expert 
at Louisiana State University doing 
long-term sampling for the Loui- 
siana Department of Wildlife and 
Fisheries, received his first report of 
fish with what looked like ulcers in 
November 2010.

Damage Done 

For scientists, finding diseased 
and damaged fish is in step with 
what researchers have been turning 
up all over the Gulf two years after 
the spill: The oil disaster whacked 
the Gulf.

Zimmerman Could Make Bail

After spending a week alone in a 
jail cell, the neighborhood watch 
volunteer charged with murder- 
ing Trayvon Martin stands a good 
chance of being granted bail Friday, 
despite the severity of the second- 
degree murder charge he faces. 

Whether George Zimmerman 
is allowed to leave the county as he 
awaits trial — and how he would 
remain safe — are two questions 
likely to be at the center of the hear- 
ing at the Seminole County Criminal 
Justice Center, legal experts said. 

“Although it’s not routine for 
people charged with murder to get 
bond, they do get bond,” said defense 
attorney Randy McClean, who prac- 
tices in Seminole County, about 15 


miles northeast of Orlando. 

Zimmerman’s safety weighed 
on the mind of his defense attor- 
ney right after he took on the case 
last week. Mark O’Mara indicat- 
ed he would ask that Zimmerman 
be allowed to leave the area, if he 
is granted bond, because of those 
concerns. “I want him to be safe,” 
O’Mara said. 

There is only so much that law 
enforcement can do to help pro- 
tect Zimmerman, though, if he is 
released from jail, said Michael 


Grieco, a former Miami-Dade 
County prosecutor who is now in 
private practice. 

“The irony is that the only safe 
place for him, considering the cur- 
rent atmosphere surrounding the 
case, is protective custody within 
the jail system,” Grieco said. 

Even if he is granted bond, his 
family may not be able to afford it, 
given that it generally can range 
from $10,000 to $100,000 for a 
second-degree murder charge, curt

CDC: 2011 Was

Last year was the worst year for 
measles in the U.S. in 15 years, 
health officials said Thursday.

Blasts Rip Through Iraq

10 cities hit in wave 
of deadly bombings,

Bombs tore through 10 Iraqi cities 
Thursday, killing at least 30 people 
and shattering a month of relative 
calm. Minority lawmakers decried 
the violence as a tragic but inevi- 
table result of the Shiite-led gov- 
ernment’s attempts to dominate 
Iraqi politics.

an tensions, a lull in attacks since 
mid-March led many to hope Iraq 
had turned a corner and away from 
widespread violence, at least until 
14 bombs and mortar shells explod- 
ed across 10 cities over three hours. 
At least 117 people were wounded, 
police said. 


“This is security in Iraq,” a man 
in Baghdad muttered sarcastically 
as he inspected damage to his car 
after a vehicle exploded nearby. 

In Baghdad alone, 12 people 
were killed, mostly in Shiite neigh- 
borhoods. Other cities hit includ- 
ed Samarra, where a 2006 mosque 


bombing touched off the worst of 
the insurgency, and Saddam Hus- 
sein’s hometown of Tikrit. Six 
bombings struck at security forc- 
es and government officials.

BOMBING IN WESTERN BAGHDAD. 


There was no immediate claim 
of responsibility, but a Baghdad 
military spokesman said they 
resembled the work of al- Qaeda. 

Sunni and Kurdish lawmakers 
said the bombings likely were the 
result of a political impasse that 
has all but paralyzed Iraq since U.S. 
forces withdrew in December. They 
said bickering over a stalled pow- 
er-sharing deal with Prime Min- 
ister Nouri al-Maliki, a Shiite, has 
opened the door to violence. 

Abdullah Hussein, an adviser 
to al-Maliki, stopped short of tying 
the political impasse to Thursday’s 
violence, describing them as “def- 
initely a terrorist act.” 

While there is no indication 
that Iraq will return to the brink of 
war, without political harmony the 
country is more likely to limp along 
for years with occasional wide-scale

U.N. Chief Urges Sudans to Prevent Renewal of War 


Juba, South Sudan 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon urged Sudan and South 
Sudan on Thursday to step back 
from the brink of war and return 
to the negotiating table. 

“This is not the time for war,” 
Ban said. 

On the ground, the South 
reported new skirmishes and 
Sudan’s President Omar al-Bashir 
increased his threats of war, add- 
ing that the South has “revived the 
spirit of jihad” in Sudan.

India’s successful test of a power- 
ful missile that can carry nuclear 
weapons to Beijing caused barely a 
ripple — even in China — just days 
after North Korea was globally vil- 
ified for a failed rocket launch. 

The vastly different respons- 
es show the world has grown to 
accept India as a responsible and 
stable nuclear power, while shun- 
ning North Korea as a pariah. 

“It’s not the spear, but who holds 
the spear that matters,” said Rahul 
Bedi, a defense analyst in India. 

The muted response to Thurs- 
day’s test underscores how far India 
has come in gaining acceptance for 
its nuclear program. 

India was clear from the start 
that it was testing a nuclear-capa- 
ble missile that could reach major 


In Comparison 

North Korea insisted its rocket 
launch on Sunday was merely part 
of a civilian space program, but the 
U.S. and other countries called it a 
thin excuse to test technology for 
a long-range missile fitted with a 
nuclear warhead. While the rocket 
broke apart soon after takeoff, the 
condemnation of its launch was 
swift. The U.S. canceled a plan to 
send food aid, and the U.N. Security 
Councilannounced it would impose 
new sanctions.

My D.C. commemorative Mega Millions ticket 
wasn’t worth a cent, so I’m pinning my hopes on 
another lottery: the Metro survey. Through May 
25, randomly selected riders at all 86 stations will 
be asked to answer a few questions about their 
current trips — and a handful of these people will 
win SmarTrip cards. 


Free commutes can’t quite com- 
pare to more than half a billion dol- 
lars, but I’d still like to win. I bet 
you would too. That’s why I want 
to suggest to Metro that this pro- 
motion doesn’t have to stop when 
the survey period is over. What if 
every time you swipe a fare card, 
you’re entered into a drawing? 


Millions of people were willing 
to queue up for ages to get lottery 
tickets, and that got them nowhere. 
At least with Metro, you’ll arrive at 
your destination, so you’re not left 
totally empty-handed if you lose. 

It’d encourage anyone who 
hasn’t registered a SmarTrip card 
yet to bite the bullet. It’d provide an 


extra incentive for people to pick 
transit over their cars. And, most 
importantly for Metro, it’d generate 
goodwill among riders fed up with 
endless repairs and delays. Forget 
“Metro opens doors.” It’s time for 
a new slogan, like 
“You’ve gotta ride 
to win.” 

Prizes don’t have 
to be huge. We all 
know Metro’s too 
strapped for cash to 
be handing out cars. 
(That would proba- 
bly send the wrong 
message anyway.) But what about 
two $50 winners a week? A mere 
$5,200 a year is a small price to 
pay to get 104 people — and hope- 
fully their friends — to feel a jolt 
of anticipation every time they 
board a train. 

Introducing a game of chance to 
one’s commute isn’t totally novel. 
Virginia’s Try Transit Week every 
September allows people who 
pledge to ditch their cars the oppor- 
tunity to win Amtrak tickets and 
transit passes.

If it didn’t require moving to 
Minnesota, that’d sound like a 
winning idea to me.

Federal City Council Gets Ex-Mayor 


Williams to be CEO 
of private-sector D.C. 
group of executives 

Washington 

Former Mayor Anthony A. Wil- 
liams will be the new chief exec- 
utive of the Federal City Council, 
an influential group of executives, 
philanthropists and others known 
for shaping District policy, accord- 
ing to people with knowledge of 
the selection. 

The appointment, expected to 
be announced Thursday afternoon, 
is a major coup for the organization. 
It has been searching for a replace- 


ment for John W. Hill Jr., who has 
headed the council since 2004 but 
said in October that he would step 
down in August to return to the 
private sector. 

Williams, 60, is credited with 
guiding the District in its trans- 
formation from a city on the brink 
of financial collapse to one that is 
now booming in population and 
popularity. 

Before he was recruited to 
run for mayor in 1998 in a “Draft 
Anthony Williams” movement, he 
was the chief financial officer under 
the financial control board, a con- 
gressionally appointed group that 
oversaw the city’s finances. 

As mayor, Williams pushed

the city fiscally but also sought to 
improve basic services. The control 
board — Hill was its first executive 
director — dissolved in 2001 after 
Williams’ tenure had produced 
multiple balanced city budgets. 

But Williams also fought the 
perception that his policies catered 
to the city’s more affluent residents, 
particularly with the city-financed 
construction of Nationals Park. 

Williams, who often speaks 
about public policy, has said cre- 
ating a bustling downtown and 
backing other big projects was to 
strengthen the city’s tax base. 

Williams would be the first 
former mayor to head the group.

also be allowed to move in a few 
weeks before their lease officially 
starts. Some complexes get a lit- 
tle more creative, giving Visa gift 
cards, plasma TVs, or iPads to folks 
who sign a lease. 

“It’s a competitive market out 
there,” says Rich Lauletta, chief 
marketing officer for the DC Apart- 
ment Co. (202-600-9500, DCapar- 
tmentco.com), which helps connect 
renters with available properties. 
“Every renter has plenty of choic- 
es. In order to remain competi- 
tive and get a renter to commit, 
concessions and incentives are a 
good part of it.” 

For apartment complexes, these 
incentives help fill empty units. 
They are common in new buildings 
where landlords need to get a lot of 
new renters quickly. In some build- 
ings, the concessions might be spe- 
cific to certain apartments that are 
hard to rent because of funky siz- 
ing or other flaws. You might also 
see these kinds of concessions in 
buildings in less desirable areas or 
at certain times of the year. 

If you’re looking for a place, 
keep in mind that what you might 
see at one time of the year may 
not be around a few months later. 
“Seasonality really affects conces- 
sions,” says Debbie Kaplan, chief 
operating officer of apartment- 
finding service Urban Igloo (877- 
445-6632, Urbanigloo.com). “Dur- 
ing the summer, when demand is 
greater, you won’t see as many con- 
cessions as you do during the win- 
ter,” she says. 


Apartment-hunters may be 
tempted to snag alluring incen- 
tives as quick as they can — and 
that’s what landlords are counting 
on. But take the time to weigh the 
true value of the deals and make 
sure they’re really worth it. A free 
iPad is nice, but it won’t change an 


awkward layout or the tininess of 
a bedroom. 

“You have to ask yourself, is this 
really a property that I want to move 
into?” says Nancy Simmons Starrs, 
president of apartment-locator firm 
Apartment Detectives (202-362- 
7368, Apartmentdetectives.com) 


and an agent with Prudential Pen- 
Fed Realty. “If you don’t like the 
property, don’t rent there.” 

Park genuinely liked the unit 
she’d be renting. “It was the largest 
one-bedroom I saw for that price 
range that was newly remodeled, 
and the building had a lot of ame- 


nities compared to other buildings 
for that same price,” she says. The 
concessions she received simply 
sweetened the deal and persuaded 
her to sign on the dotted line. 

Up-front perks can mean sur- 
prises down the road. If tenants get 
a discount on rent, both they and 
the complex should have a clear 
understanding of how things might 
change when the lease term ends 
and prices shoot up. “Properties 
need to be careful if one month’s free

rent is amortized throughout the 
year,” says Kaplan.“Renters might 
experience sticker shock when it’s 
renewal time, and landlords run 
the risk of losing them.” 

No matter what it may be, an 
incentive is only truly worth it if 
it benefits a renter’s bottom line. 
“Keep your priorities in mind,” says 
Lauletta. “A renter might get excit- 
ed about something like a free flat- 
screen TV, but their priority might 
be the total out-of-pocket cost of a 
move. Weigh the actual value of an 
incentive and compare it to your 
priorities and what would bene-

Alain Ducasse 


CHEF, RESTAURANTEUR, GARDENER 


With more than 20 restaurants 

and about as many Michelin stars 
under his toque — and with a new 
cookbook, “Nature” ($45, Rizzoli), 
in stores — you might expect chef 
Alain Ducasse to be intimidating. 
Yet when we met over croissants 
at Adour in the St. Regis hotel (923 
16th St. NW; 202-509-8000) to 
dish about the new lunch menu he 
created for the restaurant, he was 
wholesome and accessible, with a 
charming French accent. Which is 
exactly how we’d describe the new 
midday service. 

What’s the new menu like? 

I like to summarize it as simple, 
healthy and good. I aim to lower 
the intake of animal proteins and 
introduce more fresh produce. It’s 
about making your diet reflect your 
consideration for the planet. Very 


often I’m able to convert meat lov- 
ers and show them the potential of 
vegetables. But if you want some- 
thing more substantial there will 
be steak. Taking steak away from 
Americans is like taking bread 
away from the French. 

How often will the options 
rotate? 

The menu will be reflective of what’s 
available locally and at Amish farms 
I work with. Right now you’ll see 
ingredients like radish, fennel, peas, 
asparagus and morels. But later in 
the season we’ll move into fresh 
herbs, lettuces, fava beans and zuc- 
chini flowers. 

In what ways will lunch be differ- 
ent than dinner at Adour? 

It’s not a formal menu. You will be 
able to have lunch for under $30 


with an appetizer, main course and 
a glass of wine or dessert. We are 
evolving with the demand of our 
clientele. And this space transforms 
beautifully throughout the day. 

Do you have a garden at home? 

I have a farmhouse in the South 
of France where I keep a garden. 
From June to September I manage 
to thrive off of what’s coming from 
the garden. It’s life-changing to be 
able to experience fresh vegetables 
the day they are harvested.

You have restaurants in eight 
countries. What have you 
learned about global cuisine? 

I’m traveling 200 days a year, and 
I have a new experience every time 
I step into a restaurant. There’s a 
healthy culinary competition going 
on in the world, and the pace at 
which you can access informa- 
tion and what other people are 
doing is fascinating. There’s such 
a strong exchange of knowledge 
and experiences. 

Is there a particular restaurant 
you look forward to when you 
visit D.C.? 

I can’t say one is the best because 
there is such variety. One day you 
can eat in a fine-dining restau- 
rant, and the next day you can 
go to a food truck and still have a 
good meal. In fact I’m inspired by 
the food truck movement in D.C. 
I’m thinking about doing some- 
thing similar in Paris, holley

More Than Just a Cute Face 


Disney’s documentary 
‘Chimpanzee’ doesn’t 
shield viewers from 
nature’s dark side 


Film Review 

“Chimpanzee,” the follow-up fea- 
ture to Alastair Fothergill and Mark 
Linfield’s “Earth,” is, like that 2007 
Disney-produced documentary, nei- 
ther straight reportage nor wholly 
made-up storj^telling. Rather, it is 
a hybrid form of nature film: one 
part “Wild Kingdom” and one part 
wacky-talking-animal tale. 

Talking animals? 

Well, yes, sort of As narrated by 
Tim Allen, the chimps at the center 
of “Chimpanzee” appear to think 
out loud as they forage for food, 
groom and play with each other and 
sleep in the Ivory Coast. Through- 
out the film, which revolves around 
the adventures of an adorable baby 
chimp that the filmmakers have 
nicknamed Oscar, Allen doesn’t just 
describe the action, but also gives 
voice to Oscar’s innermost thoughts. 
In essence, the movie anthropomor- 
phizes a wild animal that is already 
all too often viewed as nothing more 
than a furry little person. 

It isn’t the worst thing in the 
world. And the movie’s heart is 
absolutely in the right place. Dis- 
ney is donating some proceeds to 
chimpanzee conservation efforts.

than a few viewers won’t want to 
take home a baby chimp after see- 
ing the film. 

Yes, little Oscar is just that cute. 
The movie follows our hero through 
such dramatic life changes that you 
might want to adopt him, too. 

Be warned: Although rated G, 
“Chimpanzee” features scenes of 
rival chimpanzee packs attacking 
each other, and of chimpanzees 
hunting — and, it is suggested, eat- 
ing — monkeys. Some sequences 


are, at times, intense and frighten- 
ing, especially for younger viewers. 
And what happens to Oscar in the 
course of the narrative is genuine- 
ly, if only momentarily, sad. 

As they did with “Earth” — 
which focused on the struggles of 
whales, polar bears and elephants 
— Fothergill and Linfield begin by 
zeroing in on Oscar and his moth- 
er, Isha, shaping their story around 
them and using Allen’s voice-over to 
keep the mood antic and light.

Sparks Don’t Fly 


The Lucky One' can't 
recapture the magic 
of The Notebook' 

Film Review 

Can a drama be too restrained? “The 
Lucky One,” adapted from a Nich- 
olas Sparks novel, stars Zac Efron 
in a sudsy romantic melodrama 
that in the 1950s would have been 
directed with lurid overkill by the 
likes of Douglas Sirk. 


If only this tepid, inert enterprise 
had Sirk’s nerve and verve. Instead, 
director Scott Hicks lavishes good 
taste and sunsets on a story that — 
devoid of tension, conflict or com- 
bustible chemistry between its two 
stars — just prettily sits there. 

Efron plays Logan Thibault, 
who as a Marine in Iraq happens 
upon a photograph of a beauti- 
ful blonde and proceeds to see the 
picture as a talisman that saves his 
life. When he returns to the Unit- 
ed States, he tracks down the girl —

who turns out to be a single moth- 
er named Beth (Taylor Schilling) 
— and begins working in the dog 
kennel she runs with her grand- 


mother, played with vinegary acu- 
men by Blythe Danner. 

All great romances hinge on two 
things: keeping the principals apart 
and getting them together. When 
a conclusion is as foregone as the 
one in “The Lucky One,” the first 
part of the equation becomes noth- 
ing but contrivance and ginned-up 
conflict. Here, the obstacles consist 
largely of Logan’s attempts to tell 
Beth why he has come to Louisiana, 
but choking on his words. 

Human Dreamsicle Efron has 
buffed and tattooed himself to the 
bulked-up extreme for his big dra- 
matic turn in “The Lucky One,” but 
the role of a stoic, expressionless 
philosopher-soldier requires that 
he tamp down his natural exuber- 
ance and physical grace, a regretta- 
ble misuse of his native talents. 

Most of “The Lucky One” con- 
sists of proving how sensitive Logan 
is and how put-upon Beth is as she 
clatters around her grandmother’s 
impeccably distressed cottage and 
affects Veronica Lake-esque bangs- 
in-the-eye sultriness. 

In 2004, “The Notebook” — 
from another Sparks novel — 
became a sleeper hit, catapult- 
ing Rachel McAdams and Ryan 
Gosling to stardom. “The Lucky 
One” tries hard to rebottle that 
lightning, to no avail. Some bolts 
are best delivered out of the blue.

With songs like “The Night They 
Drove Old Dixie Down,” “The 
Weight” and “Up on Cripple Creek,” 
The Band fused rock, blues, folk 
and gospel to create a sound that 
seemed as authentically American 
as a Mathew Brady photograph or 
a Mark Twain short story. 

In truth, the group had only one 
American — Levon Helm. 

Helm, the drummer and singer 
who brought an urgent beat and a 
genuine Arkansas twang to some of 
The Band’s best-known songs and 
helped turn a bunch of musicians 
known mostly as Bob Dylan’s back- 
up group into one of rock’s most leg-

endary acts, has died. He was 71. 

Helm, who was found to have 
throat cancer in 1998, died Thurs- 
day afternoon of complications from 
cancer in New York City. 

Helm and his bandmates — 
Canadians Rick Danko, Garth Hud- 
son, Robbie Robertson and Richard 


Manuel — were musical virtuosos 
who returned to the roots of Ameri- 
can music in the late 1960s as other 
rockers veered into psychedelia, 
heavy metal and jams. 

Early on. The Band backed 
Dylan on his sensational and con- 
troversial electric tours of 1965-66 
and collaborated with him on the 
legendary “Basement Tapes.” 

In some ways. The Band was 
the closest this country ever came 
to the camaraderie and achieve- 
ment of the Beatles. Each of the 
five members brought special tal- 
ents that through years of touring, 
recording and living together blend- 
ed into a unique sound. 

The group had no lead singer, 
but for many Band admirers, that 
honor belonged to the short, feisty 
Helm, whose authoritative twang 
was once likened to a town crier call- 
ing a meeting to order, (ap)

It pushes R-rated movie 
boundaries: If you’ve ever wondered what 
a nude Jason Biggs Looks Likesmooshed 
up against glass, your prayers wiLL be an- 
swered. At times it goes beyond tweaking 
taboos to the downright inappropriate. 
A subplot about a neighborhood girl

In fact, it’sthe ineptitude 
of the adults that stands out in starkest 
relief in “Bully,” whose agonizing central 
stories are bookended with the accounts 
of two boys who took their own lives 
after being mercilessly taunted, a.h. 
THE CABIN IN THE WOODS (R, 95 min 
utes) Like its spiritual heirs, “The Cabin 
in the Woods" comes not only to praise 
the slasher-, zombie- and gorefests of 
yore but to critique them, elaborating 
on their grammatical elements and 
archetypal figures even while search- 
ing for ways to put them to novel use.

for this steaming bucket of half-baked 
plot, cLiched dialogue and disappoint- 
ing 3-D special effects. It might be even 


worse than the original. Who, exactly, was 
clamoring for a foLLow-up? As before, Sam 
Worthington plays Greek hero Perseus, 
the demigod son of Zeus (Liam Neeson). 
Zeus is imprisoned by his brother Hades 
(Ralph Fiennes) in an effortto overthrow 
the Olympian gods and resurrect Kronos, 
the dormant Leader ofthe evil Titans. To 
save Zeus, Perseus goes on a quest to 
the underworld. At stake is not just his 


father’s Life, butthefuture ofthe entire 
world. In an effortto appeaLto audiences 
who might resist anything that smacks 
ofthe classics, the dialogue includes 
anachronisms such as “You gotta be 
kiddin’ me." They got that right, m.o.
